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The DiBmemberment of Turkey—A Start- 
ling Piece of Secret History. 

If wo aro told that llio iutorests of 
justice and humanity. loudly call upou 
this country to enter into a close, 
cordial and disinterested alliimcc with 
Russia for the settlemout of the affairs 
oi" the East, our answer shortly is that 
WG have tried it. That is precisely 
what Mr. Canning and the Duke 
of Wellington attempted to do by- the 
protocol of April, 1826. The conse- 
quence was a stries of wars, the des- 
truction of the military power of Tur- 
key in Asia, as well as in Euroi)e, and 
the prostration of Turkey herself 
under the protection of a Russian 
fleet and army in the Bospborus. Yet 
Jihe liberation of Greeco was a far 
eaisier task than the devulsiou from 
Turkey of lier northern proviuces. 
The Hussulmau population of Greece 
wasinsigniQeant, and could be brougiit 
but. The Greeks had waged war, not 
unsuccessfully, for six yours. The 
Greek Nation was unanimous. The 
loss of Greece was not fatal to the Otto- 
man Empire. 

On the other hand, Russia succeed- 
ed in eocuriug for herself grciil 
territorial and political advantages 
frpm these ^.transactions, and at last 
held Turkey and Constantinople itself 
almost entirely in her grasp. If we arc 
not misinformed. General Ignatieil, 
whose influence over the late fcsultun 
was paramount, and who had a , large 
share in the most improvident " and 
oppressive acts of his reign, had 
■ brought matters to a point very nearly 
resembling the alliance of Unkiar- 
Skeless. The terror of the half insane 
and incapable Sovereign had been 
excited to the. highest pitch by the 
dread of an outbreak in Constantino- 
ple. Russia was again to protect him; 
a corps of troops was ready to sail 
for the Bosphorus, and the demand 
for their intervention was either 
signed, or on the point of being 
signed by the Sultan, when the mani- 
festations of the Softas, speedily 
followed by the deposition of Abdul- 
Aziz, cut short the intrigue. This is a 
matter of secret history, and wo 
are certain that there aro circumstan- 
ces connected with the schemes of 
General IguatieiT and the deposition 
of/the Stfltan which have not yet been 
piade public. The fall of tliat unhap- 
py and misguided Sovereign was the 
death-blow to a whole system of policy 
based upon his subserviency to the 
Russian Embassador, and nothing 
remained but for General Ignatieff to 
quit a time the scene of his discotn- 
hture. — Edinburgh Review.

Last mouth an 
important unarmed. cruiser, the Bac- 
chante, and last week at Glasgow an 
iron-clad cruiser, the Nelson, were 
launched. Next week the Northamp- 
ton, a sister vessel to tljo Nelson, will 
be launched. Tliis year, thor(ifor, the 
almost unprecedented number of four 

[ironclads will have boon built. These 
..fpur, too, represent groat power, 
variety and novelty, iu doaign. Tho 
inflexible is still our most powerful 
coast-defence vessel; tho Toiuerairo 
embodies tho novel eloment of a "bar- 
bette" battery, or of guns fought in an 
almost exposed position, whilo tlio 
it^^lson jlind Northampton! aro explain- 
ed' by Mr. Barn aby, liio Director of 
Naval-Oonstruction, to exiness his idea 
of the best kind of sea ;.;oing lighting 
ironclad yet built. Suchau expression 
of opinion lends an interest to tho 
laiincii of the Nelson, though it may 
possibly not have entered into the 
minds of tho .'30,01)0 who altondod the 
launch at Glasgow. Tho Xoison is 
remarkable chielly for tho light pro- 
tection of her battery, for her speed, 
and for the largo use of her horizontal 
armour in construction. Sheis, in fact, 
an experiment in' the direction of 
abandoning armour plating on tho 
sides of lighting sliips; and, witii this 
abandonment, she will have tho ad 
vantage of carrying a heavy armament 

'itt a comparatively sthall vessel, and 
she will cost much less than hor more 
heavily protected cousorls.

ant of Police in that town, to i\Ir. 
Spark, a member of the Town Council 
of Leeds, aud tho matter is to bo 
brought before tho Town Council. 
The letter is on tho prosecution of 
drunkards and licensed victuallers, and

Tho eonsc- 
qucnco is, this inoveiuent hus disclosed 
an iiiunonse> aniouni uf passed -ovca' 
drunkeuess, aud within the past fort- 
night no fewer than forty persona have 
been summoned." One day recently 
about sixty persons were summoned at 
tho Birmingham Police Court for 
drunkeness in the stioots. One' de- 
fendant pleaded that he walked lame 
on account of rheumatism, and was 
not drunk, but he was lined 5s. and 
costs. Another defendiint, who was 
dicharged, pleaded corns as tho 
cause of a limping gait which a police- 
man had mistken for drunkeness.; 

At Worsjiip Mreet Police Oourt a 
pawnbroker was summoned for allow- 
ing articles pledged with him to become 
of less value than they were at tho 
time of pawning. It appeared that a 
coat and waistcoat had been depot-itod 
some months with defendant, and when 
redeQtaed were found tp be , much iu- 
j ured by moths: The pawnbroker stated 
that he had taken evory reasonable 
care of tho goods, but the magistrate 
decided against iiim. 

jMr. Serjeant Cox received a lesson 
iu law at tho Middlesex bosHions friun 
a man named Edwards, who was tried 
and found guilty of attempting to steal 
a purse of money belonging to Mar- 
garet Mitchell. Tho learned Borjeaut 
sentenced the prisoner- to live years' 
penal servitude, whersutydibrhe oxplaim- 
ed, "What! live years for an attempt ? 
It ought only to be two years." No 
notice was taken of his protest, and he 
was sent to the cells below; but sub- 
sequently ho was ordered to be agaii; 
placed in the dock, when Mr. Serjeant 
Cox said he was under, the impressicn 
that the prisoner had. been convicted 
of stealing instead of an attempt to 
steal, aud therefore he found that bo 
bad no power to pass a sentence ol 
moro than two years' imprisonment 
upon him for that olleuce.

There has been severe weather in 
London, aud there was a fall of snow 
iu some of tho motropulitau distriotH 
aud very keen frost in Yorkshire aud 
other counties. Tho weather has boon 
bitterly cold. In Scotland the winter 
has set in unexpectedly and with great 
severity. All over the north-oast of 
Scotland suow has fallen in heavy 
showers almost iuco.ssantly, aud in 
sumo places is lying to tho depth of 
several iuchcs. In tho upper reaches, 
at Deo Valley particularly, tho storm 
has been fierce. On November Hth 
tho frost was intense.

However, as three doctors de- 
posed that even a single drop of laud- 
anum is dangerous to a child at that 
early st.age of its existence, it is diffi- 
cult to avoid the p^iiuful conjecture 
that this is not perbaps-the- first case 
in which Mrs.' Scott's rnedical" treat- 
ment of young infants has bpnn fol- 
lowed by fatal results. Tho jury having 
found tho prisoner guilty of "culpably 
and recklessly" administering tho 
laudanum, strongly recommended her 
to the. leniency of the 'C9)ir;t, Sljwff 
Pattisoii "did not for a' momentf ques- 
tion the woman's intentions," but was 
"sorry to say tliat there was a good 
deai of this administering of poison by 
nurses in ignorance of its effects, and 
he, therefore sentenced Mrs. Scott to 
six weeks' imprisonment."

of uLion. InEarl Dufferin's reply to 
a popular address presented at Ottawa 
on his return from this Province, be 
took oceasiou to remark that he was 
suro the consideration a stroug 
power should always oxtoud to a weak- 
er ouo would guide Canada in hor 
dealings with British Columbia. The 
remark was neatly and aptly made. 
We have always confessed to a feeling 
of disappointuiout at the result of the 
interview the citizens of Victoria had 
with Lord Dufterin on the 20th of 
September last. Oertaialj, he held 
©"lit no endburagemeht for the fdlfil- 
meufc of the Carnarvon Terms; and he 
dashed the hopes of not a few when, 
on behalf of Lord Carnarvon, bo 
declared the'- iirreaponsibility of .the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies for 
the tbrms that pass under the regis of 
his distinguished name. Earl Duifoi'- 
in's remark at Ottawa, while it binds 
the Canadian (Tovernmeut to nothing, 
gives room fur the indulgence of a 
hQB^ithat,his report to the Oolotiial 
Office' will be more favorable for Col- 
umbia's claims than his Yiotoria 
speech foreshadowed. "This is a 
glorious Province," said Earl Dufferin 
at Victoria, "and Canada should bo 
proud to possess it." In his capital 
paper in the "Ottnadiaii Monthly'' for 
'November, Mr. lloscoe brings to the 
• front with much clearness the resources 
' and capabilities of British Columbia. 
He speaks of the climate, the farm 
.. pro^uotStHthe ,. cattle, tho mines, the 
fbrests, the fisheries, and portrays in 
forcible language the expansion of 
(-which this natural wealth is suscepti- 
ble. He' furnishes an example of the 
advantage that Canada would loap 
from tho building up of a large and 
'''prosperous communit7^6ti>^the Pacific 
Ooast by quoting the ofBoial figures of 
the Customs revenue for the last 
financial year. The amouut received 
. from this source in British Columbia 
■ ■ytaa^HQ^iOOQ, or at the rate of $33 for 
"''©ftch" white man, woman and child in 
—the Province. And he scatters to the 
winds, by the production of irrefraga- 
. J ble evidence, the assertion so often 
made in the House of Commons by 
•^ members ignorant of the country ana 
.otite people that the VPfovinoeia utterly 
^ worthlbs's." ' ' If Lord Dufferin's 'testi- 
»v,mony "this is a glorious Province" 
^ required confirmation, it is found in 
Mr. Roseoe's able paper. "You can- 
•^l' not," continues Mr. Roscoo, "luako 
omelettes without breaking eggs, and 
, 'iM .Oaiidda must he prepared to make 
' sbme little' sacrifice to secure a great 
future advantage, and must hush tho 
cry which is now raised so loud, and is 
so consta'utly dinned into the ears of 
^ ^rjl^sh iOolumbia that she cannot sub- 
mit to the least increase of taxation for 
the purpose of building a trans-contiuon- 
tid railway — », cry which, coming from a 
popiilaliou contributing ouly §1 per Lend 
per aunuui to tho geuoral revenue, creates 
- a feeling of contempt in those to wliorn it 
ia adtlressed, when they liml that they are 
OontriDatfng at least nix times as much." 
This is strong laugungu— ))orlmps a little 
too strong:, if applied to tlie muss of tho 
Canndiiui pooplo,who concern tUcmsclvos 
very litllo with comparalivo HtutiniioDts of 
^ revenue and oxpondituro ho long uh tboy 
. . kuoiv tlmt trade it prosperous and work 
plentiful. If popular feeling in Canada 
^ is opposed to the early'obhstraotion of tho 
Pacific Kailway (we have no evidence 
that it is) tho opposition will bo found 
to spring from tho fact that 
prior to Earl Dulliorin's visit tho people 
« {hod not jilacod hi'foro thnra tho unuiusud 
' and intelligent opinion of a public man 
reinoved from the arena of politics and 
aotuatod ;oDl7',by niotiyeB"aa>^e those that 
spring from a desire to advance" the wol- 
fair of tho whole country. If Lord I)uf 
forin camo amongst us with tho belief tliut 
tho Pacific Province "is a sea of moun- 
tains," he loft it animated with tho high- 
est opinion of its great natural wealth and 
boundless resources. Perhaps it would 
not be a bad stroke of policy to invito tho 
piiblio men of both parties to pay the 
Province .a^ visit and judge for thoiii.solvoa 
of the oapddity of tho country. Hani wan 
converted by a miracle; but those statoa- 
men of Canada, if they wore to oomo, 
would bo convinced by tho unimpeaoh- 
alple evidence of their own souses that 
they have long done ths Province a gross 
injustice, and one and all would join with 
• onr late noble viHitor in declaring British 
Columbia "a gloriuuH Province. Tho 
peroration of Mr. Eoscou'a popor is ho 
well-timed and forcible that wo cannot 
forbear giving it in full: 
TV ... ," Are the people of British Columbia un- 
a^.'i^teapnable; because thoy object to have 
- forced down their throats a Itesolntion of 
tho HoaRO of CommouB which was imssod 
after tho t<.!rm8 of union had been lionlly 
settled, and of which thoy never hoard 
when tlioy agreed In jiiiii Canada? Are they 
expected to road with an ngieoablo suiilo 
article after article published in tho Cai - 
adian newspapers, utterly ignoring or re- 
pudiating the terms of union, and discus- 
sing the quoBtion of a Paoillo Hailwiiy IS 
though britisb Columbia were a desointo 
woalo, without a population whi'di had 
any rights or interests to be considorod ? 
Jfl it BururisiuR that ihey should expross 
disgaetivhen the public men of Oanada can 
iorm no higher iaea of the value and ne- 



cessity of a Canadian Paoilic Railway than 
that it is to bo built inoroly for tho pur- 
pose of enabling two or three hundred 
people in British Columbia to travel to 
tho East? Have thoy no right to bo angry 
when a Canadian statesmon of the position 
of Sir A. T. Gait, states at a largo publio 
mealing, what they know to bo utterly 
ful^^o— that the delegates from British 
Colnoibia wont to Ottawa prepared to ask 
muroly for a waggon road, and had no in- 
toutio'u of demanding a railway, and that 
therefore Canada ia not to be expected to 
bnild one ? 

"British Columbia joined Conada with 
the expectation that she was going to be- 
come a portion of a great country stretch- 
ing from tho Atlantic to tho Pnoiiie, with 
which hor connection was to bo made real 
by moans of railway communication. She 
supposed that the people of whom she was 
to become a part were a people with a 
sense of bonor.'Soffldient to impel them to 
carry out an engagement once entered in- 
to, a people 'who^woiild'b'e willinijto make 
some little sacrifice in order to preserve 
their good faith, and to secure a groat 
future for their country. Should this ex- 
pectation and this supposition turn out 
to ho dolusiona; should she find that she 
was temiJtod to join Canada by prouiiaus 
never intended to bo performed, and that 
sho is ^ remain only nominally a portion 
of the Dominion; Bubnld it appear that 
the Canadian people are incap.iblo of tho 
bieadth of view and tho sense of national 
honour necessary to thoir formation into 
a groat nation:-— then she would unhesi- 
tatiugly accept the ulfer which is hold out 
to her by a portion of the peoi,lo and 
press of Oanada, and by separating be- 
come again a colony of Great Britain in- 
dopondont of the Dominion. Such a step, 
howov(;r, would bo but the beginning of 
tho end; tho process of disintegration 
would extend, and uU hopes of a great 
Dominion, with a frontage on each ocean, 
and rivalling tho United States in com- 
mercial prosperity and in national great- 
ness, would be lost for ever." 

y^e oaiinot take leave of ilr. Roscoo 
and Lis paper -without saying! that ' arti- 
cles suou as the one he has contributed 
to the tirst literary periodical of Canada 
will always conimaiul readors among tho 
thoughtful and iDlluential classes ni every 
part of Canada. It will bo observed that 
1)0 does not underrate the gravity of tho 
situation, nor lightly regard tho state of 
pubho feeling here, which, to use the 
mildest term, is uneasy, suspicions and 
dissatisfied. Political swashbucklers and 
pot-valiant knights of tho quill, under 
Ijrotenso of rellocting the publio mind, 
hav^ resorted to insult and threats to 
make Clanada boliovo that thoy really 
"mean business." But thoy pass at Ot- 
tawa for even less than they pass here; 
tho value of their utterances is represent 
cd hero by the smallest coin of the Briti^h 
realm. With such creatures Canada has 
not now to deal; but with the sober, re- 
spectable, thoughtful and dotermiuod 
men of the country, whose feeling to- 
wards Canada, we make bold to say, has 
been correctly, and ' resneqtfnlly laid bo 
fore the peo^e of the Dominion by lit. 
Roscoe. ' 

THE STATES. 

The news received by the Eliza Ander- 
son last evening ia in the highest bouro 
interesting. Wadii Hampton, in his 
speech in CJuliimbia,!-aid: "I am support 
ed bv tho property-owners of tho State 
and by good men of all classas. Two 
months ago I said I would submit niy 
claims to the people of South Carolina, 
and if elected Governor, t)iat by the etor 
nal God, I would have my j^lace; i-ineo 
wlicu, in spite of frauds and fulselioods 
all the powers of tho Statu government 
and bayonets of President Grant, I have 
been by 75,000 white men and 17,000 
colored men chosen to bo Governor of 
South Carolina, aud Governor I will bo. 
Tho ballot-box has announced the •■ver- 
dict of tho people, nnd 1 will bo their 
(toveruor or they shall have a military 
Governor." Gov. Hendricks says that 
there is a possibility of tho House declar- 
ing Tildou President and tho Senate 
Uayes, aud that such a crisis would be 
of a most serious character, and entail 
upon all parties the gravest responsibility. 
Hayes and Wheeler have received the 185 
votes necessary to secure their return. 
The World's "Washington correspondent 
has iutorviowrd Fish, who declares em- 
phatically that ho is in full accord with 
Grant on the Southern policy — always 
has boeu and has no idea of resigning. 
Morrison, a member of .Oongress, . says 
that the people of the TTnited States will 
bo cutting each other's throats inside of a 
hundred doya.

Tlio invitation given hy ml vertiaement 
and roquiKitioii to ciiiKliilatos dosirous of 
ropi-eseutiug this ward iu tlio Municipal 
Council, to coiuG forward and stato tluir 
viowB, hud tbo elTcct of bringing a nuiubur 
of citizoQs from tlio varions wards to hear 
tho proceedings. 

W. A. Eobortson, Esq., E.k-M. P. P., 
"who occupied the cluiir, in opoiiiiig tiiu 
business of tho nieotiug alluded to tho 
very unaatisfaotorjr sunatory oondition oi 
thu city, and of tho danger of the Water 
AVorks giviog away. 

' Mr. Boderiok Fjulnyson first; rose to ad- 
dress the electors. Ha did not oome for- 
■ward with the idea of boiag a better man 
than other ciiudidnte.s, but ho ■wois a large 
mtupayor, aud nuturally felt deeply inter- 
ested iu tho welfare of tlio city. ' lie wan 
opposed to c.vcL-Bdivo taxatiou, and cuu.sid- 
erod the present rates quite udoquuto for 
the purposes.

At 8 o'olook last evening a public 
meeting of the worshippers at St. Prul's 
Ohnrch was held at the sohoolbonse, Es- 
quimalt, for tbe purpose of e^ipressing 

their views on a subject of muoh ' interest 
to the welfare of tbo community. 

J. H. Inues, Esq., who wa.s called to 
the chair, st dod that Eov. Mr. Blunilou 
had been ongat,ed by tho Lord Bishop of 
Columbia at a salary of .t200 a year to 
tench at OoUegiat School and take charge 
of this parish. His labors had boon 
warded by an increase iu the number of 
pupils attending the Collegiate, and tho 
congregation of St. Paul's, as well as the 
Sunday Schoid showed an iiicroaso. Tho 
<luties wore very ardtlouH, but novorilie- 
Icss iio had discharged thoin faithfully 
and energotically. A fow days ago Mr. 
Bliiudon had the misfortune to lose two 
children. The sad loss was attributed 
to the hiki drainage and decayed state of 
the hou-e provided for him by the Bis- 
!iop. iMr. Blundeu had Gom]3lainod to 
thu Bishop 17 or 18 times before llio 
do.dns, without anything bfiiig clone, But 
after tbo bereavement tho Bishop appear- 
ed have forgotten that liia atioutioii had 
over been oalled to tho state of tho liouse. 
Mr. Blupden, who left the house just be- 
fore his last child died,rofupod to go buck 
to it again, but rented another hous-o at 
i?!:") por month. Hu applied to tho lii^h- 
op to pay this rent, who wrolo that ho 
(IJlunden) had received more than the 
JCi'M originally promised him and that 
ho must pay the rent out of tho margin. 
Mr. Blundon, thinking himself B> fe till 
April next, made arrongoinents to remain 
in tho house. But in few days ho ro-. 
coivcd another letter from iho Bishoj) 
saying that as ho was notcortuinof giving 
him work anywhere iu the diocese he ro- 
commeiidod him t ) loavo at onco, and if 
ho would waive tho six months' notice ho 
would be given a good character to bis 
nc.\.t Bishop and £250. Medical men de- 
cided ttiat the slate of Mrs. Blundon's 
htialth rendered her unable to travel at 
this inclement scnaon, and the Biahoii 
then wroto that ho had found work for 
I\Ir. Blnndeti at Nanaiuio and vioiiuty, for 
which duty ho was required to pack up at 
once. Hubsequeutly tho Bislioi) wrote 
him another letter saying that ho had for 
some time felt that n ohungo was neco.i- 
sary in this Parish in oonsequenco of tire 
failure of Collugiate School and of tho 
Sund.iy School and Pariah (Ihurch. This, 
concluded tbe chairman, is an otltline of 
how Mr. Blundon has been treated by tho 
Bi.shop after having gone through a se- 
vere family allliclion. 

Mr. Pooley suiil that tho E.vecutivo 
Committee of tho Synod was to moot on 
Tiiursday next, whon the advisability of 
allowing tho Bishop tho power to dis- 
miss a failhlul clergyman without tho 
consent of tbe congregation would bo dis 
cussed. PIo could testify to Mr. Blun- 
don's eirioi''ncy ami goodness and moved 
tho following resolution: 

That the course pursued by tho Bishop 
in making so sudden a change will not 
tend to strengthen that harmonious feel- 
ing wiiich sprang np : and has inoreaBed 
since the Eev. Mr. Blnnden beoame the 
olliciating minister of St: Paul's' Church. 

Mr. Xodhara seconded and the resolu- 
tion was carried unanimously. 

Mr. Dodds ."aid that through Iho nns- 
tero manner iu which Mr. Garrett was 
removed by the Bishop years ago he had 
left St. Paul's Oburoh. His household 
had received spiritual comfort from Mr. 
Blnnden, aud ho could bear testimony to 
bis dovotoilncBs. 
Tho motion was carried unanimously. 
Mr. Dobbin referred to t,ho manner of 
Mr. Garrett's removal in oppo.iitiou to tho 
wishes of the congregatiou, and regarded 
the treatment of Mr. Blunden as similar 
to that dealt but to Mr. Qarrett. Ho 
moved tho following resolution, which 
w;ia seconded by Mr. Lewis and carried 
unanimously. 

That it is important that tho clergy and 
laity should work harmoniously together, 
and soeing up to the present time there 
has been but one church in the Parish, 
such high-handed proceedings as aro en- 
aciod by tho present Dioi!esau arofritught 
with serious danger to tho same aud are 
provocative of a furllic^r br('a;:b in tho 
Episcopal Chnrcb of British Coliiinliin. 

Mr. Williams, j\I P. P., said that bo 
bad been connected with tho Church for 
17 years, and it was now impossible to get 
any one to serve as churchwarden. Ho 
icfmred to Iho uamago that bad boon 
(loi)O to tho cliiii'oli by tho removal of .Mr. 
("..irrelt, .-in<l siiiil that this was another 
higli-haiulod proccediuH on tho part of 
till! I'.i^hoJ). Tho Church h.:d been slow- 
ly recovering under M?. Blundon, but bo 
reared now tbe worse results. He moved 
tho following resolution: 

"That tlio cordial thanks of tlio concri^- 
gation bo aooordod to the Ul-voioikI 
i'liimias Blundon for Ins mini.str.ition.s at 
St. Paul's Church, E'-iiuimalt, wbouo hi 
bors have boon ci owiiod with siioces s 
land that an address bo jiresentod him em 
"bodxing their sense of his high character 
as a Parish priei-t." 

Mr. Boll hoi'ondod thoresolution, which 
was carried unanimously. 

Mr. Innos caid that every one felt tljat 
the sympathy e.vpro.^sod for Mr. Blnnden 
Hlioulil take some tangiblo form, and ho 
read tho draft of an addros-i which, if tho 
menting though advisable, might bo 
adopted by tho inootiug and circulated in 
the Parish for sjguuturo. No threats had 
been tised, but if the unfortunate stit^^ of 
things continued we should soon see more 
than one church in Esquinialt. If tb(!hf>ad 
of the church could nut discharr;o his du- 
ties in a more Christianliko and charitable 
way there would sooo.norepresentutive in 
tlio Church of England in this place. (Ap- 
plause.) 

The mooting, after a vote of thaoks to 

tlie chair, broke up.
